Tue attitude and bearing of the people of England under the 
circumstances which have arisen in connection with the seizure 
of the Confederate Commissioners on board the Trent have been 
in all respects worthy of the occasion. This is not the verdict 
of mere self-complacency, but ample testimony has been borne 
by the press of France to the mingled dignity, moderation, and 
firmness of purpose which have been displayed by the whole 
eountry, and without exception of class. The bitterest satirists 
on England and the English have failed to find anything in 
our conduct on which to base even a sneer; while for an accu- 
sation no shadow of a foundation has been discovered. If it were 
necessary we might quote some of the language of writers in Con- 
tinental journals in which our national spirit, our unanimity of feel- 
ing, and ourconsciousness of being in the right areheld up to admi- 
ration in no measured terms ; but we only refer to these eulogies for 
the purpose of illustration, and with no desire to make more of a 
highly creditable state of things than it deserves. It would 
certainly have been a melancholy thing if a country like this

received has run on, the public mind has taken a calmer view 
of the situation ; but, nevertheless, there has not appeared any 
abatement of the resolute determination to hold to the honour 
of England at all hazards which was the first sensation that 
pervaded the land. If there be any change in the view of this 
question—and we think there is—it is a growing incredulity 
with regard to the necessity fora resort to the bloody arbitrement 
of the sword. Reflection, consideration, examination of the 
subject in all its bearings, seem to lead to something 
like a conviction that, if a similar process be applied to 
the question on the other side of the water, it must result 
in a peaceable issue, The most recent accounts show that 
some change has come over the spirit in which most of the 
Federal so-called organs of public opinions deal with this 
subject. The tone adopted by these journals is much more 
serious and practical than that which characterised the delivery 
of opinions on the first blush of the matter; and something has 
been done to familiarise the popular mind in America with the 
surrender of the Confederate Commissioners as a contingency 
by no means remote, Some of them go so far as to say that 
the recent event cannot—we suppose because it ought not— 
be a cause of war; and others have allowed that, if the act of 
the officers of the Federal navy is not justifiable by the 
law of nations, it cannot inflict any wound on the national 
honour to make a suitable apology. The signs of the 
existence of such a feeling, however feeble they may 
be, are not without significance, and from them may be 
drawn auguries of things to come which, we believe, the most 
sensitive Englishmen would . be willing enough to witness. It

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eoncession in America have taken place before there has been 
any knowledgeof the manner in which the affair of the Trent has 
been received in England. Surely the august spectacle of a nation 
unanimous for the vindication of its honour, and consentaneous 
in its conviction that that honour has been wounded, cannot be 
without its effect even on a nation so impulsive asthe Americans. 
It is with a full consciousness of all the disadvantages, present 
and prospective, to both countries which must follow a war 
such as that which we are obliged to contemplate, but ready at 
all points for even such a contingency, that England awaits 
the result of the intercommunication between the two 
Governments. 

In the mean time, in a spirit of perfect candour, and divesting 
ourselves of any mere partisanship, it may be worth while to 
eonsider some of the disadvantages which this untoward act — 
for untoward it is from any point of view—is calculated to 
bring upon the cause for which the Northern States are con- 
tending, It is useless to blink the fact that the civil war has 
assumed a magnitude which probably we in Europe did not 
contemplate, and which has called forth at the very earliest 
period all the resources of the North, The visions of a rapid 
subjugation of the South in one triumphant campaign have 
faded before the stern reality of the situation ; and, while it is 
broadly stated on all hands on this side of the water that a 
restoration of the old Union is assuming the aspect of an impossi- 
bility, it has been whispered that such an opinion has secretly 
taken root in the minds of the Cabinet at Washington, and that 
a contest with England is adopted as a policy out of which may 
spring a pretext for the ultimate acknowledgment of the inde- 
pendence of the South, If this is really the case, why, all 
ground for argument is cut away, and it must be readily admitted 
that no course more calculated to attain that end could have 
been selected than that of bringing on a quarrel with this 
country. 

But disregarding the insinuation that a policy so tortuous 
underlies the conduct of the advisers of Mr, Lincoln, and 
assuming that the object of the Federal Government is the 
rehabilitation of the Union, it is impossible not to see the 
instantaneous damage that would be done to that object if war 
with England comes to pass. Already we see in the message 
of Mr. Jefferson Davis indications of the effect which 
such a dispute would have on the fortunes of the party 
ef which he is the head. His bold assertion of a violation 
of international law in the case of the Trent is pregnant 
with suggestion, and its interpretation-is that he sees in 
that act a near prospect of the recognition of the Southern 
States as an independent Republic by one of the first 
Powers of Europe. Of the moral force of such a declaration on 
the cause of which he is the apostle there can be little doubt ; 
butif the matter should come to positive hostilities a glance 
wil] suffice to show, in the first place, the whole Southern seaboard 
practically set free from blockade; the cotton trade in full 
operation, under the practical convoy of the ficets of England, 
with a corresponding financial effect on the resources of 
that part of the American continent; while, on the 
other hand, the ports of the North will be fast closed, 
and an equivalent check placed on the commerce and 
sources of strength and action of the Federal power. 
This is no idle boast or senseless assertion, for we have the 
ships, the guns, and, above all, at this juncture of our naval 
history, we are strong just where we have hitherto been weak ; 
we have the men, the sailors, without whom all the vessels of 
war in the world would be inert masses, Already there czmes 
from the great emporiums of trade and commerce, from New 
York notably, the rumour of mercantile stagnation, and, worse 
still, the cry of popular distress, Civil war alone has sown 
the seeds of paralysis in that national prosperity of which 
Americans wire so justly proud, and in the most fortunate future 
jooms a large national debt and years of financial struggle. 
What may not be predicated as the result of a war with a 
powerful kingdom like England, added to the internecine strife 
which is now going on in the States? In the interests of 
humanity and of civilisation and progress one shrinks from the 
contemplation of the rebound of a quarter of a century of a 
nation which, always a world’s wonder, possessed within it s 
many of the elements of advancement to greatness, 

Nor, in considering the consequences of an unfriendly termi- 
nation of the differences between England and the Federal 
States, can the probable conduct of other nations in Europe 
be placed out of sight, In the very first rank, of course, 
must be placed France ; and, if the opinions of the Imperial 
Government be at all truly indicated, there is little doubt of the 
line which will be taken by that country. If the arguments of 
the French journals—even those which, as the phrase goes, are 
“ inspired” from the highest quarfers—mean anything, they 
mean that this question is not to be looked at from a merely 
English point of view at all, It is stated that it is 
only an accident that the Confederate Commissioners were 
seized under the British flag; for, supposing they had found it 
convenient to take passage in a French vessel, the officers of the 
San Jacinto would have felt themselves equally bound to have 
captured them under the tricolor, In fact, it is urged that the 
question is a purely international one, and one on which it is 
impossible but that the opinion of all the nations of Europe 
must be consentaneous, The casus belli and its immediate vin- 
‘dication rest on England, but the moral force of international 
opinion will also be brought to bear on the quarrel, and that in 
direct opposition to the American side of the question, These 
considerations take the matter wholly out of the comparatively 
narrow bounds of a captious dispute between England and the 
Federal States. The question becomes cosmopolitan, and its 
bearings and its consequences assume adequate proportions, 

If something of all this, which we have, owing to an earnest 
desire to enter on the discussion with the utmost moderation, 
perhaps too faintly indicated, could present itself to the 
American as it moet sarely does to the English mind, we might 


yet see a satisfactory, because a peaceful, solution of this vexed 
question, England, resolute and prepared for any eventuality, 
but more in sorrow than in anger, demands reparation for an 
international as well as a national wrong. If she had any 
choice she would have preferred that any other State of 
Europe should have undertaken the vindication of a prin- 
ciple which she holds only in common with other nations, 
There are special reasons too obvious and too often dwelt upon 
which make a quarrel of this kind in the abstract distastefal to 
her, She does not forget “that blood is thicker than water,” 
but she also remembers that the time has been when in a 
contest for high principles and rights she eould bear to see 
conflict even between brother and brother on her own soil, and, 
grievous as was the sacrifice, it was a lustration from which she 
did not shrink, She wishes to shed no kinsman’s blood now: 
let us hope that that feeling will prove to be reciprocal.

THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE CONFEDERATE 
STATES, 
Ix our Issue of this week we give Portraits of Mr. Mason and 
Mr, Slidell, the Commissioners of the Southern States of America, who 
were arrested by the officers of the San Jacinto on board the British 
mail-steamer Trent, 
MR. MASON. 

This gentleman, the Commissioner to England, is a native of 
the State of Virginia, and is of direct English descent, this fact 
of lineage having been always held traditionally in his family. 
He is the grandson of George Mason, one of the most celebrated 
of the worthies of Virginia, who was the framer and chief 
supporter of the first Constitution of that State. The subject of 
our present memoir was born in the latter part of the last century, 
and made his first a mee in public life in 1823, as a member 


of a Convention of the Southern States which was assembled 

for the purpose of carrying out a favourite plan of Washington for 

opening up the resources of Virginia by means of a canal 
Chesapeake

the Ohio and the Rivers. In 1827 he was a member of a 
Convention under whose auspices the old Constitution of the State of 
Virginia was altered. In 1846 he was elected to the Senate of the 
United States, and was ds rechosen at every election almost 
without opposition, Immédiately on his becoming a Senator he was 
appointed a member af that important section of the Senate, the 

‘oreign Relations Committee, which position he held without inter- 
ruption until his retirement from that body, and he was for more than 
ten years the chairman of that Committee. In 1850 he took part’ in 
the discussion which ended in California being declared a Free Sta‘e, 
and was one of the seven or eight members who, in conjuaction with 
Mr. Jefferson Davis, was in favour of terminating the Convention of 
the Southern States with the Federal system by their withdrawal from 
the Union. In politics Mr. Mason has always been a consistent 
Democrat. He married the daughter of Mr. Benjamin Chew, a 
member of a family of some consideration in the State of Pennsylvania, 
a. = not endowed with any remarkable energy or brilliancy, Mr. 
Mason has always shown capacity for affairs; while on his personal 
character as a gentleman of high honour and elevated sentiments no 
slur has ever been attempted to be cast. 

MR. SLIDELL, 

Mr. Slidell, the Commissioner to France, was born in ihe city 
of New York, and the date of his birth also belongs to the last 
century. At a comparatively late period of ‘life he commenced 
the study of the law, and, having formally embraced the legal 
profession, he removed to New Orleans, where he practised with 

t success and accumulated a large fortune by the exercise of 
is ability and industry, which, combined with great energy of cha- 
racter, have always caused him to hold a prominent position in 


mblic life, He married the accomplished daughter of a gentleman of | 


misiana, the lady who accompanied him in his voyage towards 
Europe was present at his capture on board the Trent, aad is now 
residing in this country. Under the presidency of General Jackson he 
was appointed District Attorney for the State of Louisiana. He was 
subsequently elected to Congress for two terms, and served the first, 
but before the second had expired he was selected as the head of the 
mission to Mexico, and continued Minister for the United States in that 
country until war was declared, In 1853 he was elected a member of 
the Senate of the United States, and a that position until the 
secession of the Southern States.

“ The new St. Patrick’s Bridge,” says the Cork Examiner, from whose 
columns we extract the following details, “ will be one of the finest in 
the three kingdoms, In the two elements of perfection in a bridge— 
stability of construction, and abundance of accommodation to pas- 
sengers—it will be found remarkably excellent. Every invention which 
adds strength to a structure of the kind has been made available, and 
the result has exceeded even the architect’s expectations. Through all 
the floods which were so common last year, and on many occasions 
during the present, no part of the work gave way, and even the adjuncts 
of scaffolding and supports were hy firm. A proof of the solidity 
end nice calculation with which the parts have been deposited in 
their places is to be found in the fact that when the ‘centres’ —the 
wooden supports under the arches—were removed the sinking was re- 
markably small. The two side arches only fell a quarter of an inch 
and the middle one but an inch, which is the minimum amount that 
could be calculated on, and much less than was anticipated. The new 
London Bridge sunk in this way nine inches after the removal of the 
supports.

ALTHOUGH a certain and computed time must elapse before the 
answer from America shall determine whether bells or cannon 
will be the fittest ushers to announce the New Year, it is impos- 
sible to obtain much serious attention for any other subject. The 
candidate addressing the crowd, the senator giving in his 
accounts to his constituents, even the ex-Minister casually 
complimenting volunteers, at once fix on the American difficulty 
and submit their hopes or their solutions, Meantime journalists 
can but speculate and express the united feeling of the nation 
that we must uphold the honour of the English flag, but that 
we trust the good sense of the respectable classes in America 
will dominate over the passionate mob and spare us the terrible 
necessity of striking a blow. From the French papers we cull 
little eave the expression of French opinion upon the outrage 
for- which we bave demanded redress, and it is satis. 
factory to see that the logical minds of the Parisian 
journalists, when permitted fair play, at once lead them to the 
conclusion that England had but one course opea to her, 





Deeply interesting as would be at any other time the debates 
in the Italian Parliament and the situation of Baron Ricasoli 
and his Ministry, the fiery elegance or languid pedantry of ths 
speakers is little heeded, nor can’much indignation be spared for 
the atrocious cruelties which, if accounts be true, are being 
perpetrated upon the unfortunate Poles, in punishment for their 
recent demonstrations of love of country, All this negligence 
of all but one subject should be noted across the Atlantic, for 
it is a grim proof how thoroughly England—once aroused— 
shows herself in earnest, 

Yet occurrences of some interest in themselves take place at 
home. For instance, the first Birkenhead election has been 
made ; and, if the place had enjoyed the privileges of the 
franchise for centuries, it could not have behaved worse 
in the discharge of the solemn duty which Mr. Bright tells 
us so many thousands are eager to perform. It bellowed, threw 
missiles, and generally conducted itself as if its electoral edu- 
cation had been complete, instead of Birkenhead being called 
on for the first time to contribute its opinions towards the stock 
of Parliamentary wisdom, The return of Mr. Laird, the Con- 
servative candidate, was an act of gratitude for what he has 
done for the place, and perhaps a better-known antagonist 
might have run him harder; but as regards the eligibility of 
the gentleman who has been chosen there is nothing to say 
against the maiden election of Birkenhead. Finsbury has yet 
to choose herman. It is stated that the Tower Hamlets will soon 
have an opportunity of electing a successor to Mr. Ayrton, who 
is said to have “distinguished himself into a judgeship.” Having 
time before them, the electors may not unreasonably be invited 
to look for somebody worth having, and to see whether he 
reciprocates their admiration. 

The approach of Christmas will excuse an appeal which, we 
regret to say, must be made with some eartnestness, There will 
be great suffering this winter among the poor, and the causes 
which tend to increase the usual hardships of the season will 
occur to every reader. It will be well if the benevolent 
exertions which are always so honourably made on behalf of 
those who need the help of others should be taken in hand 
speedily, and with more discretion than always accompanies 
British benevolence. We are a little impulsive, but not always 
just, in our charity. The other day a girl who had committed 
a theft had the good fortune to be too heavily sentenced, and 
subscriptions poured in for her, and the little thing is provided 
for during the rest of her life ; while many of her honester little 
companions will probably be wandering and wondering beggars. 
These exceptional absurdities in, no degree discredit the 
humanity of the nation, but they and similar follies shouid be 
guarded against. Christmas «hould not be a time to which 
the idle and the drunken look forward with pleasure ; and, 
though indulgence is even better than austerity, it is 
due to the honest poor man not to fling to the unworthy 
the aid which might be so much better bestowed. Of course, it 
is easier to give than to inquire, and therefore such a mass of 
charity is ill-directed. But even those who have neither time 
nor inchination to discriminate between claimants for aid are 
deprived of excuse bécause the police magistrates have consented 
to the great addition to their labours which is involved ia 
superintending the dispensing of charity, and therefore it 
becomes the clear duty of every one who cannot personally 
inquire into its cases to send the Christmas subscription to the 
magistrates of thedistrict. It is certain that, so far as possible, 
it will be worthily applied. But how much may be done by a 
little real inquiry among those who “cannot dig, and to beg 
are ashamed”! How many sorrowful households may be cheered 
by a small donation, given quietly and repaid by no advertise- 
ment of names, those who will consult the ministers of 
religion or the relieving officers of districts will easily learn, 
and the knowledge will be worth something. We have too much 
confidence in the good sense as well as the good feeling of the 
public not to believe that thousands are dissatisfied with the 
habit of scattering charity broadcast, and would be glad to sow 
it with discretion, We have therefore indicated the means.

that Mozart had nothing before him but a sheet of blank paper, At 
the end of the piece the Emperor beckoned Mozart to his box, and 
said to him in a half whisper, ‘So, Mozart, you have once more trusted 
to chance!’ ‘Yes, Sire,’ answered the composer, with a smile of 
mingled triumph and confusion, Had he reviously played over the 
piece along with the lady this feat would not have been so vory 
wonderful, even though he er ae noforte part ; but 
he never once heard it along with the violin.” On ing ne 
such feat of memory was achieved by our young pianist, but certainly 
Mozart's delicious music never was more exquisitely played ever 
by the composer himself and the lady for whom he wrote it than 
it now was by Arabella Goddard and Vieuxtemps; nor was it ever 
applauded with greater warmth, The other mental pieces 
erformed on ths cccasion were Mozart’s quartet in E flat, pla:

Tr never feit less like Christmas-tide than it has done during the past 
week, and the private view was short, as far as celebrities were concerned, 
There was no exhilarating frost outside, and hence it seemed like a 
thing rather out of season, Some attributed the dulness to the weather, 
some to the numerous fat shows up and down the country, and others 
to the Battersea tryst of next June. Still, they showed up better as 
the week drew on, and Tuesday and Wednesday were greater ~ 
than ever, and thus Mr. Bulnois will have a farewell bumper benefit. 
Baker-street is the fifth place in which the society have found rest 
since 1798, when Francis Duke of Bedford formed it into a club of 
fifty, with fifty guineas’ worth of prizes; and now, after twenty-three

Mr. Heath won with one of John Quartly’s breeding. It was very neat 
but rather too small, and the spectators were much disposed to think the 
Earl of Leicester's nearly if not quite as good. His Royal Highness the 
Prince Consort was third with a grandson of The Zouave, and rather a 
‘bad back told against the commended one of Mr. Farthing. The blood 
of Mr. George Turner (now at Beacon Downes) brought the head ox 
prize in a still better class toFarl Howe. It was a great favourite from 
its correct form and size, and a victory over Mr. Buller's was really 
semething to crow about, Mr. Heath was third with one of James 
‘Quartly’s Nepoleons, rather light in his colour and not nice in his horn, 
and very lucky in beating Mr. Fouracre’s HC. Somerset sent the fifth 
and only Cin Mr. Ball’s ox, which was good and correct for its siz, 
ard one of the biggest there. Looking down the rows we have seldom 
cbserved so many large beasts, and one of them with a frame which 
quite breathed of the plough. Mr, Hambro’s Young Pretty was 
cecic edly the queen of the heifers, and was bred from a cow which, we 
believe, Lord Portman purchased when in calf of her from Mr. Davy, 
of Flitton. Thovgh not equal, in our eyes, to Mr, Mogridge 's heifer of 
last year, it wes difficult to find anything more neat clever, and 
the judges marked their sense of her by making her the reserve gold 
medallist among the females. Mr. R. Farthing’s was second to her 
with a Lord Quantock heifer, which included “tailing wheat” in her 
bill of fare ; and among the Devon cows the James Quartly blood of 
the Earl of Exeter and Picture added another to Mr. Heath’s already 
gigantic list of winnings. Handling and nice’ character pulled her 
through, but she was ran hard by a cow of Mr. Buller, who thus 
returned to Downes Crediton with two seconds, which in many years 
‘would have been firsts. Mr. Pope’s Fancy by y Trix was 
quite one of the evergreens, and had kept her form wonderfully, despite 
her six calves; and, with all this pull against her, she was too much 
for Ilex, from the Royal Norfolk farm, which could only achieve a 
commendation. This was rather a surprise to many, after her firats at 
Leeds and Birmiagham ; but, setting aside her good back ani loin 
and nice countenance, she is what is termed a “ cross-made cow,” and 
she lacks the feecinating character of a true Devon. 

The Herefords were sadly short in number, and a mere shadow of 
that grand red, rent-paying array which was wont to line the right of 
the main avenue, They also Jacked the character of former years, 
‘when the judges were wont to draw them out for the gold medals ;

railway stations instead of omnibuses, and, in fact, for every purpose 
to which a wheel-carriage can be a . When the country is 
covered with snow the farmer loads his sleigh and drives over fields 
and roads in as straight a line as he can—the whole country affording 
him a road in any direction where cleared. Thus, laden with poultry 
and all sorts of farm produce, he reaches the nearest town and con- 
verts these into cash, or barters them for articles of domestic use, with 
which he returns home loaded. By this means the whole country is 
opened up, every one finding a highway for himself.
